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Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1 and 3 are directed to allowable products. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 4 and 5, directed to the 
process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 4 and 5 are hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 1 1/15/2004 is hereby 
withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 1.132 declaration 
filed 1 1/21/2005 was sufficient to overcome the closest prior art of Mitamura (or Mitamura in 
view of "Aluminum and Aluminum Alloys" or Igarashi). The prior art does not teach or suggest 
an aluminum alloy billet obtained by a continuous casting process, with the presently claimed Ca 
or Be range, complete with a surface roughness within the instant maximum, together with a 
surface segregation layer 0.2-2 mm thick. 

3. Because the instant aluminum alloy product of claims 1 and 3 is allowable, then a method 
of making said allowable product is likewise allowable (wherein all the limitations of said 
product are contained the method claims 4 and 5). See In re Ochiai, 71 F.3d 1565, 1572, 

37 USPQ2d 1 127, 1 133 (Fed. Cir. 1995).
